He may still be the bird 
with the broken pinion, never able to 
soar quite so high again; for it is true 
that though sins be forgiven they often 
leave their indelible marks and their 
effects. 


But even broken by sin in body and 


soul, man may find a new peace with 
God and the beauty and glory of a 
new life.

It is the nature nnd quality of the
